A large part ef the book deale with the postwar period. in the chapters entitied 
"Paster Than Sound,” "Piying Giants” and "Con We Get Along Without Airfields?” the 
author discusses the birth and development of Seviet jet=propelled aviation, The 
reader learne the detaile of the work done by the engineering design teame and 
their efforts in solving new problems, The author aequaints use with the leading 
designers, eif creations, with test pilots and military leaders, and tells about 
the firet jet aireraft. Thie as 4 time of intensive engineering design effort. 
New aircraft <= the Vak=23, La=15, and MiG<19 <= were created in the design offices 
of A. Yakovlev, 5. Laveehkin, and A, Mikeyan. These were the finest fighters of 
their time, The supersonic MiG-19 fighter was superior to ite U.8. counterparts. 
it boasted a top speed of 1,450 ka/h and a ceiling of 18,000 meters. A new-model 
fighter had a top speed of 2,300 ka/h and 4 ceiling of 21,000 meters. But even 
thie performance was not satisfactory, and the next experimental aireraft, with a 
eweptback deite wing, reached 4 speed of 2,460 km/h and a ceiling of 25,600 meters. 
And the new supersonic Ye=266 aircrait produced a speed of 2,930 ka/h on a 500 
kilometer out-and=back run and set an absolute altitude record of 37,650 meters. 








Development of the Tu-16 jet bomber by A. Tupolev's design team, an aircraft powered 
by high-performance turbojet engines designed by A. Mikwlin, and the first passenger 
jet aircraft, the Te 104, based on thir airframe-engine combination, const ituted 

4 great achievement of Soviet science and technology. This was followed by develop- 
ment of the giant Tu 114, powered by four turboprop engines designed by N. Kuenetsov. 
S. ll’ yushin, designer of the famed li-2 grownd=-attack aireraft, designed the 11-16, 
it was powered by four turboprop engines designed by A. Ivchenko. Subsequent 
developments included the (i-62 intercontinental jet passenger liner, the 11-76 
catego aircraft powered by four turbofan engines designed by P. Solov' yew, and the 
350-passenger 11-66, designed by the Design Office imeni &. Lil'yushin under the 
direction of G. Neverhilev. 


The reader becomes acquainted with the activities of the 0. Antonov Design Of fice 
and the history of the aircraft developed there, including the iamed An=-22 Antey. 
The author also traces the history of development of aircraft designed by A. Yakovlev. 


The story of these giant aireraft ends with the first supersonic airliner, the 
Tu= 144. The author presents the features of ite design and the difficulties in 
its design and developement. 


The author relates in an interesting account experiments in aircraft taking of f and 
landing without an airfield. The discussion of VTOL (Vertical Takeof{ or Landing] 
aireralt is the gost interesting. In this same chapter the author relates the history 
of the development of helicopters and the work done by the design office of NM. Mil’, 
S. Kamov, and A. Yakoviev. 


The book's final chapter, entitled “Steps into the Unknown,” contains interesting in- 
formation on the author's meetings with §. Korolev, with Soviet cosmonauts, and on 
how Soviet cosmonauts are conquering space.

At thie exercise as well each commander did in full measure that which 4 commander 
must do in actual combat, During fire preparation and govement forward to the 

final coordination line, the subunite conducted reconnaissance of targets in 
“agereseor” strongpoints, Spotted targets which had not been destroyed by artillery 
fire were immediately distributed among @otorized riflemen and tankers. Thue even 
prior to commencement of the assault phase each individual knew where the targets 
were located which had to be destroyed on a first=-priority basis, from what direc- 
tion an “aggressor” counterattack was possible, ete. Flexible control of the 
subunite and fire maneuver were ensured by thoroughly organized coordination of 

one's own, adjacent, attached and supporting manpower and weapons. 


Rapid advance by the attacking subunits deep into the “aggressor's” defense was 
aiso promoted by the fact that reconnaissance was conducted primarily in the in- 
terests of those subunits which were operating on the main axis. Each combat 
reconnaissance patrol was performing ite own rigorously defined mission. 


Special teams to clear paseaees through tree blowdown and rubble from building 
collapse were set up in the subunits for the possibility of “aggressor” employment 
of weapons of masse destruction. A radiological gonitor-instructor and specially 
trained squads conducted continuous radiological and chemical reconnaissance. in- 
fantry combat vehicle crews were in a continuous state of readiness to decontaminate 
weapons and equipment. 


We must state that such officer foresight is not a sporadic phenomenon. In working 
with officers, Guards Major Makarenko proceeds from the position that they should 
be prepared at all times for action both in normal conditions and in conditions of 


enemy employment of weapons of masse destruction. This aiso played an important 
role in the battalion's success at the exercise in question. 


Were is one incident. At the moment of the assault the “aggressor” employed 
weapons of m.-« destruction in the sector in which the company under the command 

of Gde Capt V. Mat’ chenko was advancing. But this did not prevent the cospany from 
accomplishing its @ission. Promptiy discovering the “contaminated” area, the om 
pany commander ordered his men to bypass it. Executing thie maneuver, the motorized 
riflemen suddenly and unexpectedly hit the “aggressor” reserves in the flank. 


There were many such examples at the exercise. And in each concrete instance of- 
ficers demonstrated the ability to gain their bearings in 4 complex tactical situa- 
tion, to make decisions independently and to execute them in 4 persistent manner, 
displaying innovativeness, initiative, and their own approach to accomplishing the 
tasks which arise in the dynamics of battle. One could see in their combat per- 
formance features of the battalion commander's style. Guards Major Makarenko, who 
is enrolled in the correspondence faculty of the Military Academy imeni N. V. Frunze, 
constantly seeks to improve his methods of training his officers and all personnel, 
and persistently adopts ail new and advanced elements in the training process. He

Motorized Rifle Unite Defensive Training

lext) According to intelligence, the “aggressor” was preparing to attack. Bat~ 
(alion commander Capt V. Borisow received orders: acting in coordination with ad- 
(acent subunite, his battalion was to consolidate in an advantageous position and 
set up 4 defense. 


The battalion had performed well in the preceding phases of the exercise. During 
combat deep in the “aggreseor's” defense, for example, Captain Borisov skilifuily 
saseuvered bie men and weapons. Provided covered and concealment by sand hilis, 
« led part of hie forces inte the “aggressor’s” flank. A ewift assault from two 
sides determined the outcome of the engagement. 


Thies was the way it had been in the attack. Now the battalion had the miesion of 
shifting te the defense in conditions of close contact with the “aggressor,” 
tiwortiag the advance of superior opposing forces,  ilicting heavy casualties and, 
welding ite positions, to create conditions for shifting to a resolute attack. 
Regimental headquarters had confidence in the battalion's success and were relying 
on Captain Borisov and his men to do 4 top job in the defense just a6 in the attack. 
fut twir taith proved ili-placed. 





.. The “aggressor” attacked at night, in hopes that the battalion had not succeeded 

in completing fortification of the defensive area, since the hours of daylight had 
been ineulficient for this. The attacking forces concentrated their main effo te on 
the strongpoint boundaries. And they were correct: a8 subsequent events demonstrated, 
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the moet vulnerable pointe in the defense were located precisely here. in apite of 
the fact that Captain Berieov, saving the situation, coneentrated in the threatened 
sectors all available artillery fire at hie disposal, the “agressor” succeeded in 
penetrating the defense. 


The battalion commander then decided to counterattack. But the counterattack was 
uhsuccessful, i” (le firet place, the two platoons assigned to thie @ission proved in- 
sufficient te drive back the penetrate “aggressor.” Seoondly, nobody provided 

fire support to the counterattacking forees, sinee coordination was poorly organized 
between adjacent subunits. Certain other errors by Captain Borisov were cont ribut - 
ing factors. in particular, he was able to mowe several attached tanks to the 
threatened sectors. But he failed te do thie in 4 prompt and timely ganner. in 
short, the battalion wae clearly conducting 4 passive defense, only holding the 
pressing “aggressor” at bay. Not 4 trace remained of ite previous act iveness. 


tow can this fact be explained’ Why does it still happen so often at exercises 
that an officer who has shown excellent tactical and fire proficiency in the at= 
tack handles his men and weapons in the defense in an ineufficientiy ekiliful 
manner 


| beliewe that one of the principal reasons is that in the course of the training 
process, including at tactical drille and exercises, many times adequate attent ion 
is fot devoted to matters connected with organization for and conduct of defense. 
Frequently unnecessary situation simplifications and relaxation of demands occur 
when working on these items. This also applies to a considerable degree to many 
Measures conducted within the commander training system. 


My duties freqentiy include observing growp exercises, brief tactical exercises, 
officer training drills, as well ae participation in field exercises. One is 
struck by the following. Studying the performance of commanders and chiefs of 
arm and services at exercises, analyzing their actions in various tactical 
situations, one reaches the conclusion that many officers perform guch gore con- 
fidentiy on the march, in the attack, and in 4 meeting engagement than in the 
defense. Sometimes they organize for defense according to an unnecessarily sie 
plified scheme: field fortification of the defended area, concealment and 
camouflage, and organization of a fire plan. 


As we know, however, thie is only part of the job. Of course 4 defense cannot be 
stable without resolving these matters. But it should aleo be active and 

vigorous a6 well. What tactical dewices does the commander employ to achieve this, 
and by what meane does he attain success in « defensive engagement’ Unfortunately 
this is net always discussed at the post-exercise critique. 


The commander organizes defense.... In each instance he should act in conformity 
with the battlefield situation. Organizing a defense in the security area, for 
example, the battalion commander should direct particular attention toward plant ing 
minelie d= and setting up ambushes, On desert terrain he should provide, in addi- 
tion to customary measures, for the conduct of reconnaissance to considerable depth, 
delivery of direct fire for effect on the enemy at maximum range, and should 

provide reliable flank protection.... in short, the sature of the terrain places 
ite imprint on the work of the commander who is organizing the defense. And auch 
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here depends on the officer's innevativeness and ability te aveid @ leek of originali-~ 
ty in disposing his forces, 


Vafeortumately, a8 ie indicated by the experience of field exerciees, some commanders 
uepecessarily simplify actions connected with preparations for defensive combat. 
Thies is expressed in particular in the fact that when organizing 4 defense at field 
exercises, subunite frequentiy limit themselves to tracing the emplacement> of 
utilize emplacements dug several yeare previously when fortifying et rongpointe, 
Obviously such an exercise cannot be very effective. 


| recall the following incident. At @ certain field exercise the battalion under 
the command of Capt V. Swiridew was to take up 4 defensive position in the gountaine. 
vven organizing for combat, however, the battalion commander failed to consider 

a local faetor. The linear artangement of the defense resulted in many commanding 
heights on the approaches to the pass where the battalion was positioned falling 
into “ageressor” hands. This enabled the attacking force rapidly to penetrate the 
battalion >» defense. A counterattack gsounted by Captain tidov te 
the desired result. Sustaining considerable “casualties,” the battalion was 
able to hold ite positions, 


Such examples once again attest to the fact that defense, just as any other 38 of 
combat, will mot accept 4 lack of originality and unnecessary situation siaplifica- 
tion. is it neeessary to state that the gost reliable geane of improving the 
quality and effectiveness of teaching personnel the techniques of defensive combat 
ie the creation at drille and exercises of 4 complex situation and an ataoephere of 
strict demandingness’ 





Meany positive elements in thie regard hawe been amassed, in ay opinion, in 4 cer 
tain setorized rifle regiment. As 4 rule, in this regiment training classes with 
officers, when they are working on matters « «nected with organization of defense, 
are conducted directly in the field, with communications gear, and they solve 
vatiow: tactical probleme in 4 practical ganner. Unannounced individual and group 
brief map and terrain emercises are held on 4 regular basis. This produces 
tangible results. I! shall cite the following example. 


in the course of 4 field exercise one of the companies of the aotorized rifle 
battalion under the command of Maj V. Solntsev, which was defending high ground, 
found iteelf in a difficewlt situation. The commander of the attacking tank bat~- 
talion, due to well organized reconnaissance, was able to obtain full intel ligence 
om the composition of the “enemy” force on this high grownd. We decided to attack 
the stfongpoint with two companies. Artillery attached to the battalion was em 
ployed to suppress personnel on the hilltop.

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Motorized Rifle Battalion Tactical Training

Smoke” | 


‘Text | Pollowing artillery preparation the motorized rifle battalion, supported 
by tanks, commenced the assault. The company under the command of Sr Lt Ye. 
Kolmogorov was advancing in the center of the combat formation. To the right, 
along the heavily-potheled taiga road, were the men of Sr Lt V. Platunov. Along 
theif attack frontage the “aggressor” had concentrated 4 large number of antitank 
and other weapons. The terrain in this sector was open and difficult to negotiate. 
Other axes of movement were even more difficult. All thie affected the pace of 
the assault, 


firet one tank, then a second and third halted forward of the strongpoints.... The 
tank crews endeavored to support the attacking troops with stationary fire. But 

soon, Pursuant to a seenario change introduced by the exercise director, the halted 
wehicles were knocked owt of action. in short, the assault was unsuccessful. Why? 


During conduct of reconnaissance, the commandere saw that it would be necessary to 
attack across open, difficult terrain, under heavy fire by the defending force. The 
clusion was obviows: it was necessary somehow to deprive the “aggressor” of his 
principal advantage <= the capability to make maximum use of his weapons. And this 
ould be done. For example, during the period of artillery preparation for the as- 
sault, emokeshelie could be fired into the “aggressor's” positions. Smokes could 
also be employed to screen the attacking formations. 


The men of the motorized rifle battalion under the command of Maj I. Ostrovekiy 

wete swccesefal thanks to this, although they had to operate under even more dif- 
ficult conditions. The subunit was holding 4 riverline. It was subsequentiy as- 
signed the mission of crossing the taiga river and counterattacking the “aggressor.” 


in ofder to redwee casualties and equipment losses to “aggressor” fire, the officer 
decided to employ obscuring emokes. in addition, he set up 4 phony attack sector, 
which wae aleo sereened by smokes when the battle commenced. Thus Major Ostrovekiy 
made sure that the “aggressor” took some time to determine where the real crossing 
wae (aking place and where the phony one was. With the commencement of preliminary 
sombardment, artillery and aircraft delivered fire on the “aggressor” and simul taneous- 
\y employed smoke shells and bombs both on the forward edge of the battie area and 
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deep in the defense, And when equipment reached the far bank, smoke screens were 
also laid down with the aid of thermal emoke generating equipment. The “aggressor” 
wae essentially deprived of the capability to deliver aimed antitank guided mie-~- 
ile fire. 


The above examples provide food for thought on the employment of obscuring smokes 

in today's combat. Why do officers have euch a differing approach to utilization 

of thie effective means of concealment’? One of the main reasons is the fact that 

not all subunite are equally thorough about working on probleme of smoke screening 
in the course of echeduled training exercises. Wherever thie matter is ignored, 
personnel lack the ability correctly to handle the thermal smoke generating equipment 
mounted on combat vehicles and are unable directly to take into account the influence 
of weather. 


What one might call a curious incident took place at a recent tactical exercise due 
to such deficiencies. Endeavoring to conceal from the “aggressor” preparations for 
a forthcoming engagement, motorized infantrymen employed emoke. But they failed to 
take wind direction into account. What was the result’? Friendly weapons on opera- 
tional readiness status and observers were blinded, which the “aggressor” immediately 
exploited. He advanced undetected toward the motorized riflemen's missions and at- 
tacked them with the element of surprise. 


Sometimes one hearse the claim that today, when troops possess effective weaponry, 
emoke screening loses its significance. One must definitely take issue with this. 
Skilled employment of smoke screening increases the effectiveness of weapons em- 
ployment. 
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
